The "linos 'n Andy" broa<3csBt records are as rare 
as if not raror than Karsh labs' Autofraph records. 
Presumably this was because the records, once broad- 
cast, had either to be returned to the transorip tion 
p reducer or(what seius more probable)destroyed. At 
this writing, not moro than 15 or 16 of the Karsh 
reco rds are known to exist, and thre" of these re- 
main undocumented, Tuo others beer 3-digit master 
numbers prefixed "rrn", and these are probably 
recorded and pressed by Brunswick. 
I asa indebtedto Dr. Kieheel Blel of Ifcrehead, Ky., 
for the information abost the "Amos 'n Andy" discs and

Correil and Gosden auditioned test pressings of 
these before permittinf them to be sent to the sub- 
scribing stations) just to be sure they were satis- 
factory; if they weren't OK, they'd be remade. ..(b)two 
copies of each record were sent to the stations, so 
the body of the show could be presented without any 
interruption. This was done, obvio\ialy, by using two 
turntables. Each disc contained a complete show; that 
is, parts 1 and 2 of each episode were couples' back-to- 
back. The advantage of this was that if one of the two 
records got broken by accident, the show could still be 
played in its entirety, though with a break in continu- 
ity at the half-way mark. This could be covered by some 
kind of annowicement( ,! more of 'Amos 'n Andy 1 in a moment, 
after this message,... "). Also, if the station wished 
to rehearse the show, it was possible to use only one 
pair of aides for this purpose, retaining the other pair 
pristine for the ultimate on-air playback.

The only way that 
theory will ever be refuted is for someone tD trace 
that master number, either to a cylinder- or some 
lathe disc. This has yet to happen. 
A remark regarding the recording date seems to 
be In order here. Both Mr, Dean-Hyatt and M. Averty 
citB the recording dnte for the three cylinders as 
1902 and tho venue as Milan. For my self, I've been 
inclined to accept a dnte between October 17th and 
28th,. 1903. This date has been postulated by Martin 
H. Sokoi in an article entitled "The 'iTo-Victor' 
RecordinRS of Enrico Caruso, published in "Antique 
Phojnograph Monthly", Vol V, no. 4, in 1977.

25, 1V03 
issue of that journal spoke of the "New Milan Mold- 
ed Cylinders 11 . Mo artiBt's names were mentioned 
here,- however.

There has bean an association between the U.S. and Australian record markals since Ihe 
earliest days ot Ihe record Industry. 

Prior to 1 925, when the manufacture ot disc records began In Australia, all records sold were 
Imported and virtual!/ al! labels produced anywhere in the world found thair way here at one time 
or another. The major suppliers were, of course, British manufacturers. However, Canada 
Germany and !he U.S. were also significant sources o! imports. 

Most pro-1 925 U.S. labels were also sold In Australia (I once found a Black Swan record hare!) 
with the exception ot labels which only had limited distribution even In the U.S. - such as dime- 
store labels, discs sold In the U.S. by mail-order only, efc, As a resull some U.S. labels are 
sllll reasonably commonly found in Australia even today • lor example Brunswick, Gennett, 
Emerson, Lincoln, Grey Gull, Banner, Domino. 

Labels which had established British outlets usually appeared here via the equivalent British 
label . For example, Victor recordings most commonly appear on the HM V or Zonophone labels. 
Howaver, It was possible to order the Victor issue ot any title which had not already been Issued 
on HMV by the same artist. This practice apparently continued even after HMV records began lo 
be produced in Australia In the mid.1920's. 

Some U.S. labels could not be sold in Australia duo to copyright restrictions. For example. Regal 
was a registered trademark of the British Columbia company so U.S. Regal records when sold 
here had to have the label name covered by a sticker which changed the label name to Amfonola 
Fossay's or some olher name according to the outiet which distributed them, Some U.S. Regals 
were imported here with a Banner label qfued over she original Regal label. At fiist sight these 
look just like the usual Banner records which wore also sold here - until closer inspection shows 
that the Banner labei shows the original Regal 9000 series catalog number (and the original 
Regal artist credit such as Renal Dance Orchestra, Regai Jazz Syncopators, otc.t) Also Victor 
records sold in Australia usually have the "Nipper" emblem scratched out as that is an HMV 
trademaik herd 

Large scale Imports stopped after tire establishment of local record pressing plants by Brunswick 
Columbia, HMV & Vocation between 1925 and 1927. 

Just as the local record Industry was getting established occurred one o! the most interesting 
chapters in the connection between Ihe U.S. and Australian record-industries. This was the 
production In the U.S. of a number of record labels for export to the Australian market. These 
labels seem to have been produced at the request of specific outlets who wanted lo have their 
own label. 

The labels produced were Beeda, Clarite, Bon Marche & DahJmont. All wore produced by PSaza 
Record Co., although none state this on the label.
